keep the padget in the kitchen 
because it will be washing dishes 
for her three times a day, and its 
ready adaptability will impel her 
to keep it handy. The dish wash- 
ing machine has a metal plate for 
u>e with pots and pan-, a whv bas- 
ket to accommodate enough di-hes 
to serve six people. Parts are of 
stainless steel and aluminum. 

She puts in 2 qt. of hot water 
with a little detergent powder to 
cut the grease, and starts the mo- 
tor. The mechanism (which on 
Monday is the extractor for dry- 
a wringer) 
starts throwing the dishwater 
around at 35 m. p. h. This simul- 
taneously reduces to a pulp any 
food left on the dishes, except, of 
course, bones and the like. A 
trickle of hot water continues com.

By request of the National Park 
Service and the Geological Depart- 
ment of Harvard University, Dr. 
Charles H. Tozier of this town was 
privileged to take this summer 
what was probably the most out- 
standing trip of the many he has 
taken in the interest of visual edu- 
cation. Accompanied by his wife, 
Mr, Frank W. Howard, also of 
Winchester, and Mr. Alton B. At- 
wood of Chelsea, he travelled 
thousands of miles by train, auto, 
and on foot into one of the little 
known regions of the great South- 
west. 

Taking the train to Salt Lake 
City, the party obtained a car 
there for the trip. A conference 
with President Smith of the Mor- 
mon Church was an interesting 
event during our stay in this city. ! 

We drove first to Bryce Canyon, 
the most colorful canyon in Ameri- 
ca and here many photographs 
were taken in color. From this 
canyon the party traveled to Zio»i 
Canyon and the North Rim of the 
Grand Canyon. In all three places 
the Doctor was assisted by Gov- 
ernment Rangers and Geologists ' 
in obtaining the best views of these 
National Parks. Leaving: the Grand 
Canyon, the party started on the 
trail to Monument Valley, located 
in the only place in the United 1 
States where four states comes to- 
gether. Utah. Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and Colorado. Crossing the 
Painted Desert, a long stop was 
made in the oldest continually in- 
habited town in the United States, 
Old Araibi, a Hopi Indian village 
whose history goes back over 1200 
years, Many pictures were taker. 
At another village situated >'i a 
high mesa the party was lucky 
enough to witness the rare naii€ 
dance of the Hopi Indians. This is 
a religious dance, and live rattle- 
snakes are used, carried in tie 
mouths of the Indians. No pic- j 
tures are allowed to be taken of 
this, dance. 

Leaving the Hopi country we 
traveled over a so-called road, 
probably one of the worst in the 
country, through canyons that 
twist like a snake, up mountain 
trails so steep that you had to get 
out and push even on low, and to ! 
narrow that it would be impossi 
ble for any ifto vehicles to pass. 
We did not meet anybody, s<> 1 
can't tell what might have happen- 
ed. Some washouts were waled 
before going over, and only once 
did we have to call on the Indians 
to pull us out. Finally after a very 
strenuous trip we reached the des- 
ert and the Indian Trailing Post 
at Monument Valley. The wonders 
and beauties of this place are al- 
most impossible to describe. From 
sunrise in the early morning until 
sunset over the desert the camera- 
were busy, trying to record the 
marvelous beauties of nature mat 
were all around us. It is i place 
where one can find the Bometh'ng 
that every man in his own soul is 
ci ' sciously or unconsciously secroh 
ing for, himself.

Congress has provided many 
tights, privileges, and benefits for 
ex-servicemen and women. These 
rights and benefits are provided 
by many different laws and are 
administered by a number of dif- 
ferent Government agencies. It is 
the purpose of our Veterans' Infor- 
mation Center to aid the veteran 
in getting to the right place and 
obtaining the right information so 
that he may take advantage of all 
benefits to which he is entitled. 

It was pointed out that persons 
who left positions to enter the 
armed forces are entitled by law 
to reinstatement in their old jobs 
when they return, if they fulfill 
certain requirements of the law. 
It i* part of the local board func- 
tions to assist the veteran in as- 
serting his reemployment rights. 
The local board, also charged by- 
law with rending aid to veterans 
seeking new employment, will ren- 
der all possible aid to this end. 

Many veterans, of course, will 
not need assistance for industry 
and business in general already 
have seen to it that their former 
employees in service are welcom- 
ed back to their old jobs — or bet- 
ter one*. But a large number of 
veterans are not familiar with 
their rights to reemployment and

Parsons Roechia and sculpture by 
her husband, Richard Recchia, are 
currently on display at the Libra- 
ry Art Gallery under the auspices 
of the Winchester Art Association.

As chairman of the book talk 
committee, Mrs. Howard Morrison 
of the Winchester Mt. Holyoke 
greeted those present and then in- 
troduced Alice Dixon Bond. Mrs. 
Bond is literary editor of the Bos- 
ton Hei aid, president of the Wom- 
en's City Club, and lately recipient 
of an honorary degree of Doctor 

of Literature from Bryant College. 

Mrs. Bond began by speaking 
briefly nnd enthusiastically about 
the Boston Herald Book Fair and 
the authors who will be there. 

She commented on the present 
day world of books by saying that 
although many too many books are 
pouring from the presses, the 
whole tone of their content is 
changing. The public has grown 
tfted of the war and all that goes 
along with it.

She contin- 
ued with "So Well Remembered" 
by James Hilton, Josephine Pink- 
ney's "3 O'Clock Dinner" and fi- 
nally two submarine stories — one 
by Robert Casey, "Torpedo Junc-v 
tion" and "Silver Sides" by Robert 
Trumbell.

This will be devoted to selections 
for Christmas. Books will be on 
display loaned by Mary Spaulding 
and commissions on any orders 
taken that day benefit the Mt.

SUPT. NORRIS TO SPEAK 



Speaking to the regular Sunday 
morning gathering of the Young 
People's Fellow-hip of the Church 
of the Epiphany, Dr. Herbert 
Gezork, well-known traveler, lec- 
turer, and teacher, stressed the 
fact that the great ma-ses of peo- 
ple resident on the continent of 
Europe see the need for removing 
state barriers and getting togeth- 
er in a strong central govern- 
ment. One of the forces tending 
toward a union of the European 
states is that of the resistance 
groups who have fought totalita- 
rianism in all its forms. 

Dr. (Work said that Germany 
face- the problem of starvation 
for millions because of the de- 
struction of foodstuffs during the 
war. Second as a cause of fear- 
is the great dread of communism, 
which to many is just another form 
of totalitarianism, a government 
which simply uses the individual 
and destroys him when he no long, 
er can aiil the state. As evidence 
of the latter. Dr. Gezork told of 
the Nazi policy of putting to 
death all who were unable to care 
for themselves, including veterans 
of the first anil -eeond world wars 
who hail suffered serious head in- 
juries. 

Pointing out the seriousness of 
the disillusionment of youth as a 
result of the downfall of the Nazis, 
he said that they are living in a 
spiritual vacuum, and that the 
Christian Church must care for 
those who fear the -isms of the 
future.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL 
PHYSICIAN 

A study of the annual report of 
the school physician, Dr. Allan 
R. Cunningham for the school year 
1944-46 reveals that 1273 children 
of the elementary grades were ex- 
amined. Of this number, slightly 
more than 23 per cent were listed 
as defectives with major defects, 
almost all of which were judged 
remediable. Approximately IS per 
cent of those with defects were so 
listed because of dental ailments. 
Forty per cent were listed as hav- 
ing minor defects. The defects of 
410 children were corrected or 
were under treatment at the time 
of the report. Three hundred and 
forty notices were sent to parents 
and 12t) parents were present at 
examinations of their children.

Forbes Norris was the speaker 
at the Unitarian Church Men's 
Club last Monday evening before 
some 60 members, a- ' guests. He 
talked on tne Wine' ester school 
system and his thoug ts as to cer- 
tain of its deficiencies and its 
needs for development. He stated 
that the caliber of both the teach- 
ers and the pupils in Winchester 
was very hiith, and he accordingly 
felt that both the teachers and the 
physical equipment of the schools 
should be of such nature as to take 
full advantage of this circum- 
stance. In this connection he felt 
strongly that a salary schedule 
should be established which would 
compensate the teachers more than 
at the present. Hi pointed out that 
teachers were leaving Winchester 
for neighboring towns because they 
were able to obtain higher pay. 

He indicated that the present 
high school building was not ade- 
quate for its purposes and that it 
could not be improved sufficiently 
to fill the necessary requirements. 
He advocated the building of a new 
hijfh school which would take care 
of at least the next 25 or SO yea*s 
of Winchester's development. 

He also pointed out that the new- 
devices for teaching are being de- 
veloped. This has been brought to 
light b'y the army in a drastic man. 
ner. The use of visual methods for 
teaching rather than text books 
has resulted in the student acquir- 
ing knowledge much more quickly 
and thoroughly than heretofore 
through the use of the customary 
text book system

Dr. Padel- 
ford said that no provision had 
been made, for the convening of 
another conference at any parti- 
cular moment, but he thinks we 
are likely to see another within 
a few months. He added that the 
Russians, and also the other na- 
tions, are as anxious as we are to 
maintain the spirit that was de- 
veloped at San Francisco, and that, 
after all, if there was a will to co- 
operate and unite for peace, a way 
could be found sooner or later.

Sgt. Walter Hodges of Winches- 
ter has seen the final hours of two 
wars on the very doorsteps of the 
surrender locations. He is a mem- 
ber of the 7iK>th Military Police 
Battalion. 

Hodges sailed from Boston in 
June 1944, landing in Scotland. 
Following a brief tour of duty in 
England, during which time he 
assisted in the intricate problems 
of movement of troops and sup- 
plies to the continent, he accom- 
panied his organization to France. 
Duties in France carried the Ser- 
geant from the famous Utah 
Beach to the Brittany Seaport of 
Brest. His platoon was attached 
to the 29th Infantry Division dur- 
ing the sieire of the Fortress Ci- 
ty, and assumed command of the 
Submarine Pens upon surrender. 

Following the Brest Campaign. 
Hodges was stationed in Rennes, 
France, from which point troops 
and supplies were disbursed to the 
rapidly growing fronts proceeding 
toward the German border. His 
organization maintained armored 
security patrols over the Brittany 
Peninsula. 

Upon orders and assignment 
with Gen, William H. Simpson's 
9th U. S. Army, his organization 
moved through Belgium into Hol- 
land and Germany.

The Men's Club of the First Con- 
gregational Church began its 1946- 
4(5 activities with a ladies' night 
program in the parish hali on 
Thursday evening, Oct. 18. About

present to hear the address of Dr. 
Norman J. Padelford, Professor of 
International Relations at M I. T. 
following his participation in the 
San Francisco Conference, and in 
the London Conference of Foreign 
Ministers, at which he served as 
personal advisor to the Secretary 
of State. 

Mr. Raymond Straw-bridge, pres- 
ident, spoke briefly of the club's 
activities and presented the speak- 
er. 

Dr. Padelford VJVlOiy contrasted 
the generally favorable attitudes 
and outcomes of the San Francisco 
Conference with the tenseness and 
disagreements of the London Con- 
ference, ending in an apparent 
stalemate to immediate progress. 
The speaker denied that language 
difficulties provided any cause for 
failure to reach agreements. The 
real obstacles, he said, lay in the 
great difference existing between 
Russian philosophy of life and that 
of the other countries represented 
at the Conference. 

Dr. Padelford's factual accour.1 
of the Conferences was enlivened 
by anecdotes and personal experi- 
ences which served to bring these 
world important events closer to 
the audience. A note of optimism 
was stressed in observing that Rus- 
sia's basic aims are not a- diver- 
gent from our own as we are 
sometimes led to think, but it Will 
require time and great patience to 
provide a workable foundation up- 
on which world peace may be built.

STRIKE \M> Vol LET IT 

"In Washington, as the War De- 
partment announced the departure 
for the Pacific of a seven-man la- 
bor- management -government team 
to discuss with GFs the current 
labor management difficulties, . ." 

If there .-till remain any skepti- 
cal souls who have not yet been 
convinced that the Washington 
crowd are not busily engaged in 
making over the U. S. Constitution 
and form of government, the above 
quotation from the current issue of 
Newsweek should be read again. 
Since when has our government 
felt it necessary to "discuss" po- 
litical labor troubles with its 
armed forces? Only since the 
New Deal started in to give us 
this "brave new world" now be- 
deviling everybody! And at this 
late date, with the hue and cry to 
return the veterans it is all the 
more Impressive that it is felt 
necessary to send a seven-man 
team clear to the Pacific to dis- 
cuss labor problems. Many peo- 
ple feel that the slow return of 
the veterans is satisfactory to 
Washington. They feel that any 
delay in their return gives all the 
more time for the labor unions 
to entrench themselves. They say 
that the only hope of retaining 
the traditional way of American 
government is through the return 
of our soldiers, who, they say, are 
not at all in sympathy with the 
high wages and "satisfactory" 
strikes which the Washington 
crowd has fostered while they have 
been overseas fighting. If a part 
of the training of our armed 
forces consists in instruction in la- 
bor-management-government dis- 
cussion, it certainly bears out this 
thought. Returned veterans, de- 
spite the largess heaped upon 
them, will in most instances want 
to get a job. They will want to 
work more than they will want to 
join a union — and especially a 
union bossed by someone hardly re- 
moved from those with whom they 
have been fighting. They will not 
be in the mood to pay any tribute 
to any union for the privilege of 
working and earning their living. 
They largely survived through 
their own efforts. They are in no 
mood to bow down to these politi- 
cal bosses who desire to take up 
where they left off in Europe and 
the Pacific. Much publicity is given 
to every hundred or thousand 
troops returned to their homes, and 
whether they are being returned as 
fast as possible is not to our knowl. 
edge, but when the Washington 
crowd send political advisors, land 
that is what it boils down to) to in- 
struct the soldiers in New Peal 
ideology it leaves little doubt as to 
the general intent, return of troops 
or not. The present slogan of labor- 
management -government speaks 
volumes. Labor in the lead, man- 
agement in the middle and the gov- 
ernment pushing its new world 
along. Perhaps Mr. Stalin has got 
something when he says we had 
better straighten out our own af- 
fairs before we start in to remake 
the world. 



To the Editor of the Star 

Since my letter of last week, 
several facts have come to light 
regarding the grade-crossing pro- 
blem. This information should 
be given to the taxpayers, as they 
will have to decide, ultimately, 
between one or another plan. 

First of all, it should be under- 
stood that the B. and M. will do 
nothing unless forced. This stand- 
pat attitude weakens their case 
when they bring up objections to 
proposals made by the Town and 
the State Board of Public Works. 

The next point is this; the 
Hoard of Public Works will take 
action to eliminate our grade- 
crossing if the Town presents a 
plan that will work. Our Selectmen 
have gone over a score of plans, 
filed over the past 30 years, and 
have eliminated all but two. These 
two schemes call for new traffic- 
highways, new traffic circles and 
very large land takings and dam- 
age. Either will cost the Town a 
large amount of money. They re- 
quire months of construction with 
steam shovels, bull-dozers and 
trucks. The entire center of Town 
would be a me^s for months. When 
the dust cleared away, the B. and 
M. trains would still be thunder- 
ing through the heart of our town. 
Shoppers would still be going -up 
or down steps to get from one side 
of the tracks to the other. Our 
Town, would be little heter or more 
beautiful. Our debt would be 
larger. 

But there is one way to escape 
this last fact. Here is the secret; 
Actual construction costs such as 
ramps, bridges and subways are 
paid for by the Government up to 
one hundred per cent. Costs of 
land-takings and damages, on the 
other hand, are born fifty-fifty. 
Government and Town. Therefore 
a plan that does not require land 
takings will cost the Town of Win. 
Chester practically nothing. Keep 
this in mind when you have your 
chance to vote. The only plan 
that elm mates the dirt and noise 
of the trains and at the same time 
calls for no land takings or drastic 
rearrangement of the Center, is a 
plan that runs the tracks through 
a subway (covered over some day) 
starting north of the theatre and 
coming back to grade near Wedge- 
mere. 

If such a plan is presented to 
the Board of Public Works it has 
a good chance of being passed-on 
favorably, as it. solves the prob- 
lem in the simplest way. Such a 
proposal has merit enough to place 
it before the voters on an equal 
basis with the other two plans 
now being considered by the Se- 
lectmen. 

It' you agree, now is the time 
to let your committee know what 
you want done. When the B. and 
M. protests, we should point out 
that no franchise to endanger life 
was v ver granted to it. Let us not 
forget the grim history of this 
grossing.

The letter in which Mrs. (V Tern- 
Dora, O' Mores complained of the 
bad manners of Winchester resi- 
dents and the replies in your last 
weeks's issue of the Star have 
caused me to do a bit of thinking 
of my own along those lines. 

It seems to me that this busi- 
ness of social contacts may be 
compared to molecular attraction.

When, we came to Winchester 
some 20 years ago we neither ex- 
pected nor desired to be "accepted" 
by those who years before had 
built the town's social "empire" 
and had established the rules which 
govern it.

DR. STR1CKLER SPEAKS 



At a meeting of the Woburn As- 
sociation at the Second Congrega- 
tional Church, Dr. Strickler, of the 
New York Mission Hoard, spoke on 
War Emergency Giving.

HEW PAY CHECKS FOR TOWN 
EMPLOYEES 

Commencing Nov. 10 town em- 
ployees are going to receive en- 
tirely new pay-checks, each with 
a stub attached, on which are the 
employee's earning, the items de- 
ducted and the net pay. 

The new system has been insti- 
tuted by Town Treasurer Donald 
Heath after considerable study 
and consultation with treasurer-- 
in other cities and towns. The 
system instituted here includes the 
best features of those in opera- 
tion now in other communities, 

Town employees here have for 
some time wanted some means of 
knowing regularly how much they 
are earning and just what items 
are being taken out of their pay- 
checks The new check and stub 
will give them the answer at a 
glance, and by saving the stubs 
each employee can tell at the end 
of the year how much he has had 
to pay in deductions for such items 
as Blue Cross, retirement fund 
and Federal t:i\. 

The Selectmen have advocated 
the Issuing of such cheeks for 
some time and are pleased with 
the new system which Mr. Heath 

has installed, Each stub shows 

the employees regular pay, the 
amount coming to him under the 
Temporary Wage Adjustment and 
the total of these two items. The 
deductions shown are for Blue 
Cross, Retirement and Federal 
tax. In the final column is shown 
the net pay which the employee 
receives.

The gentlemen doesn't intend, I 
am sure, to intimate that any of 
our townspeople who i 
the Boston -and Maine 
danger anyone's lives, 
point out to him that 
Boston and Main 
chased a pedestrian or 
Main or Church street: 
on their tracks and 
adult is familiar witl 
track. It is reasonar 
that when an adult or a child over 
(1 years of age sees a railroad track 
they may reasonably expect trains 
— not baby carriages to be operated 
upon them. 

Trains have been operated for 
over 100 years and yet with un- 
thinking persons the grade-cross- 
ing problem is a one-parented child 
of the railroads. On the contrary 
the principal grade-crossing prob- 
lem was created by the advent of 
the automobile and, incidentally, by 
the careless pedestrian. 

N'othinir, I am sure, would plea-e 
the Boston and Maine Railroad 
more than to have eliminated every 
grade crossing in the five states it 
serves. It would save the railroad 
much money it is «oaked for care- 
less automobilists and unheeding 
pedestrians. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, even the spending proclivi- 
ties of a Roosevelt couldn't pro- 
vide enough money for such a pro- 
ject without bankruptcy for all 
concerned. 

All of us would like to see the 
center grade crossing problem 
solved but lets solve it in a col- 
lected and sensible manner. Tho 
fari and sensible way. I submit, is 
first to decide xvhich is the best 
plan for all concerned and then — 
even like tho many new things we 
all desire in this post war period — 
ascertain whether those who have 
to pay for the elimination can af- 
ford it. 

A railroad, contrary to the be- 
lief of some unthinking persons, 
has no secret -nurres of obtaining 
money.

My appeal to our Selectmen to 
erect truffle signs was promptly 
complied with, but i( didn't take 
me long to realise that the si^ns 
have no meaning unless enforced 
If we have the means to enforce 
traffic laws why don't we gel 
results? 

Conditions in my district are the 
same as exist in every section of 
the town Two patrol cars and a 

lone motorcycle policeman cannot 
possibly do justice to traffic in this 
town or in one half its size. A 
traffic squad such as we now have 
rates about the same equivalent as 
a rural call fireman brigade. 

Many streets in this town have 
a speed limit of 2'' and 2."< miles 
and a good many more SO miles 
per hour yet you won t see one car 
in twenty observing these limits. 

Try dfttiBg along any street In 
town marked "not over iff' and 
you'll soon lose count of the cars 
that pass you. 

! don't wan' our courts filled 
with drivers who exceed our 'ratio 
limits by 4 or miles on occasion

Certainly I .don't wan! parents 
to foist their obligations for their 
children's safety onto the police 
department, nor do I expect my 
section or any other section in 
town to get special favor or atten- 
tion from them.

While Winchester's Selectmen 
are preparing to bring plans for 
the elimination of the grade cross- 
ing to the attention of the town 
at a hearing in the near future, 
another near tragedy took place at 
the crossing late yesterday after- 
noon. 

While driving her automobile 
north on Main street about 5:20 
Mrs. Dorothy Robinson of Ridge 
road, Lawrence, became 
and turned her machine 
open space on the track' 
the north and south erf 
front of the gate-tender! 
and traffic tower. The 
stalled facing Winchester station, 
the two right wheels on the rail- 
road ties and the two left wheels 
on the crushed stone of the road- 
bed. 

The through express due in Win- 
chester at 5:27 was nearly in sight. 
The pate-tender quickly set a flare 
and with Officer William Callahan 
got Mrs. Robinson and her daugh- 
ter from the machine. Tt was im- 
possible to get the car from the 
tracks before the train came 
through, but the engineer brought 
the expre-"- to a stop with the lasl 
car Just at the entrance to Shore 
road. James H. Fitzgerald of 
Washington street attempted un- 
successfully to drive the machine 
from the tracks, staying in the car 
until the last possible moment. 

The big train barely cleared the 
stalled car. shearing oft* the left 
rear fender as though it Was so 
much cheese, and also taking off 
a door handle. A bitr and excited 
crowd was on hand and vigilance 
on the part of Officer Calalhan and 
the crossing tender was necessary 
to prevent serious trouble. 

After the train had passed the 
assistance of several men was re- 
crui*ed and the car gotten from 
the tracks, with no one the worse

The fire had a good start before 
the arrival of the Fire Department 
and the men did well to confine the 
blaz. to the easterly end of the 

building. 

It was at first thought that the 
fire originated in the cellar, hut a 
more thorough inspection after the 
blaze was out caused Chief John J. 
Gorman of the Fire Department to 
alter this view Apparently the fire 
Started at the street level in a shal- 
low nhutment of the building near 
the Common street entrance to the 
second floor anil Fortnightly Hall. 
The flames went ouickly up this 
open area to the third floor of the 
building where they mushroomed 
out. 

Most of the fire went easterly 
toward the railroad station and the 
third floor of this part of the 
structure was completely burned 
out, the roof falling in". On the 
second and first floors of the 
building the damage was chiefly 
that done by smoke and water, 
though on the second floor the fire- 
men hpd to rip away partitions 
here and there to get at the 
flames. The fire did eat its way in- 
to the easterly end of Fortnightly 
Hall and some damage was done by 
the firemen there in ripping away 
partitions and ceiling. 

The chief damage was suffered 
by the Winslnw Press, owned bv 
Mr. Charles Howe of Wi Id wood 
street, occupying the entire east- 
erly end of the first floor of the 
building. Stock in his store was 
damaged by water, despite the ef- 
forts of the firemen to cover the 
goods with rubber blankets. 

Occupants of the building soon 
got their thit.gs together and va- 
cated, some taking their effects 
to the Roger- Sign Co. Building, 
some to the Trust Company and 
some to nearby houses. Most oc- 
cupants of the building repotted 
their effects safely gotten out.

As the expression of a desire to 
help a Mck neighbor, visiting (or 
district) nursing goes far back in 
the ages. As an organized serv- 
ice, it dates from 1859 in Liver- 
pool, England. In that year Wil- 
liam Rathbone, seeing in his own 
home what comfort competent 
nursing care can bring to the 

sick, started the first visiting 
nurse organization. From 1 cau- 
tious beginnings visiting nursing 
spread rapidly all over the Civil- 
ized world 

At first the visiting nurse went 
only to the homes of "the sick poor" 
— attended only to the physical 
wants of her patients. GraduaHv 
her role broadened in scope and 
purpose. Today the visiting nurse 
not only gives highly skilled pari 
to people sick at home — whatever 
their race, creed and ability to 
pay; but also — and even more im- 
portant — teaches families aiul 
the ways of healthful livintr— how 
to attain for themselves and their 
communities the best possible 
health. Thus the term Public 
Health Nurse.

The distreit nurse counsels on 
problems directly related to phy- 
sical and mental health. She he!: , s 
families carry out medical direc- 
tions; instructs them in the fun- 
damental*! of home nursing — how 
to care for each other when thev 
are sick — how to prevent future 
illness. She teaches infant care 
to young mothers before their ba- 
bies are born and afterward*. She 
teaches new homemakcrs how to 
b\iv and use nutritious food* tha* 
will keen their families well. Sir- 
is. in fact. nur*e. health teacher, 
adviser and sympathetic friend. 

The district nurse stays in a 
home long enough to carry out the 
doctor's orders and give needed 
care and instruction. 

The district nurse service is for 
everyone in the community. The 
nurse responds to every call hut 
continue* bedside care only if a 
phvsician is in charge. 

The average charge for a nurse's 
visit is 11.28 an hour. Families 
able to do so pay the full cost. 
Others pay what they can. Some 
can pay nothing. All fees are ap- 
plied to the association's budget. 

District nursinir is an economi- 
cal form of nursing. Six to eight 
families can share the services of 
one nurse in a single day. This is 
especially important just now when 
full-time nursing care is often im- 
possible to get.

There is a quiet note in a study 
of a two-master tied up to an old 
wharf in the twilight with small 
buildings and houses stretching 
away to the sky-line and a vague 
church-spire at the rear. 

Nicely lighted and full of 
warmth is a view of a water-front 
villaee. painted looking down upon 
the huddle of small wooden build- 
ing's. There is also g-ood lighting 
and depth in a view alonjr a har- 
bor inlet with a small boat tied up 
to a wharf in front of picturesque 
structures.

Four hundred and thirty-six of 
the 441 persons voting, favored 
raising the Boston and Maine 
tracks as a solution of Winches- • 
ter'.s grade crossing problem at a 
hearing held by the Board of Se- 
lectmen at the town hall Wednes- 
day evening. Many more than the 
total voting attended the hearing, 
the hall and balconies being com- 
fortably filled. 

The three plans of elimination 
principally discussed were those 
shown in last week's Star, briefly 
the overhead tracks, or plan I. an 
overpass north of the center (plan 
2):and an overpass south of the 
center (plan .'!). Seven parsons 
favored plan 'J and one rugged In- 
dividualist in the tjorth balcony 
finally succeeded in being counted 
for plan The Selectmen and 
Planning Board were unanimous- 
ly in favor of raising the tracks. 
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Many people have noticed what 
appears at first sight to be a brok- 
en display window at the Wool- 
worth store on Main street. A big 
doll has apparently toppled over 
and cracked the big sheet of plate 
glass, Close inspection discloses 
that the break lias been simulated 
by the clever use of metal foil. The 
window has attracted a lot of at- 
tention which is what show win- 
dows are for.

Three \* a Prisoner of Wat 

Nearly 30 years of work in Ja- 
pan, plus over three years in the 
Philippine Islands, most of them 

spent a* a Japanese prisoner of 
war, gives Rev. Frank Cary, New 
England born Congregational mis- 
sionary, an unusual background of 
knowledge for discussing Japan. 
He will speak Tuesday. Dec. 4, at 
a dinner given at the Second Con- 
gregational Church. 

Mr. Gary was the American in- 
ternet who executed the danger- 
ous assignment of carrying to the 
Japanese officers, caught in San- 
to Tomas prison camp, Manila. 
Philippine Islands, the United 
State- Army terms under which 
they could leave. 

Because of his skill in the u«e of 
the Japanese language he carried 
a heavy job as interpreter at San- 
to Tomas. Although he suffered 
from influenza, tropical ulcers and 
beriberi, he did his share of the 
heavy work, led in religious acti- 
vities and gave blood transfusions 
as long as his strength held out. 

Tackling his job in Japan with 
the same vigor that he put into 
football at Amherst. Frank Cary 
soon won the rosnect and affec- 
tion of the Japanese people and 
nastors in the Kumiai (Congrega- 
tional) Churches. 

It is with deep interest that the 
people of Winchester look forward 
to this vist o.'

Prior to the entry of the United 
States into the war, Mrs. Sharp 
with her husband were the only 
Americans sent to Czechoslovakia 
to aid the 250.000 refugees driven 
out of the Sudeteniand as a re- 
sult of the Munich Agreement. 

At the invitation of the Czech 
Government, Mrs. Sharp estab- 
lished an emigration office for 
refugees through which over 3500 
families were helped to emigrate 
to all parts of the world. In 1940 
in Portugal, Mr. and Mrs. Sharp 
learned of the mass starvation of 
thousands of refugees who had 
fled to the south of France in the 
last days before the armistice, and 
they organized and carried 
through a milk project to feed 
the children of the refugees un- 
der two years of age in the Basses 
Pyrennes in France. She conti- 
nued her emigration work in 
France, finding lost people, aid- 
ing stranded Americans and get- 
ting refugees out of internment 
camps.

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A Preliminary Report on the Win- 
chester High School Science Lab- 
oratories 

The Chemistry and Physics lab- 
oratories of Winchester Hisrh 
School were built over forty 
years airo. At that time thev 
were considered to be modern and 
well equipped. It is obvious that 
thev have served their purpose 
well over a long period of years, 
but that thev are now worn out 
and antiqtt&ted. The old fashioned 
lead sinks are thin in many pla- 
ces. These worn sections break 
through to cause leak* which 
must be repaired from time to 
time at considerable expense and 
logg of use. The old fashioned 
traps have been patched so many 
times that thev are now readv to 
fall apart. Even the water piping 
is JO old and corroded that leaks 
are frequent. 

The hoods in the Winchester 
laboratories are not equipped for 
ventilation, and they also do not 
have gas or electrical connections. 
Hoods are devices used for the 
purpose of pumpine out or venti- 
lating obnoxious fumes or eases 
from the laboratory formed dur- 
ing experiments. Generally each 
hood is a separate compartment 
equipped with gas and electricity, 
and the ventilation is improved by 
a forced draft fan. In order to 
perform certain experiments, 
such as the preparation of the 
poisonous gas chlorine or other 
equally poisinous and obnoxious 
gases like carbon monoxide and 
hydrogen sulfide, properly venti- 
lated hoods are obviously neces- 
sary. The health of the students 
performing the experiments must 
be protected as well as the gener- 
al comfort of other classes in the 
building. For instance, hydrogen 
sulfide gas has the odor of rotten 
eggs and is about as poisonous as 
carbon monoxide. It is the stand- 




ard gas used in qualitative analy- 
sis in any laboratory'- If used un- 
der conditions of poor ventilation, 
this gas spreads all over the 
buildine and its presence is most 
undesirable. 

Fifteen years ago there was on- 
ly one class of Physics in Win- 
chester Hijrh School, and this 
class contained only nine students. 
Today we have three or four clas- 
es in Physics and two classes of 
Aeronautics. There was also only 
one Biology class at this time, 
while today there are five classes. 
The Chemistry has increased in 
proportion. All of the sciences 
were taught by one teacher, 
whereas today they are taught by 
five teachers. 

I*. is obvious that with the enor- 
mous increase in the number of 
classes, there is a much greater 
need for space today than there 
was even fifteen years ago. 

There have been certain curri- 
culum changes which necessitate- 
further space and equipment in 
the Winchester laboratories. The 
introduction of Aeronautics and 
the addition of more advanced 
work to the elementary' courses 
all require more room. Two other 
new courses, one called "Every- 
day Chemistry" and the other 
called "Everyday Physics", have 
been added to the curriculum. 

The size of the laboratory is in- 
adequate for anything more than 
a small class. Also the total num- 
ber of drawers in the laboratory 
benches is only ninety while cus- 
tomarily 12"> to 150 students may 
be taking Chemistry at one time. 
This necessitates several stu- 
dents using the same drawers to- 
gether, causing interference with 
laboratory" chemical prepara- 
tions. 

The chemicals and apparatus re- 
quired for essential experiments 
have been adequate, but of course, 
better results could be obtained if 
the space were not so cramped. In 
spite of this inadequate condition 
of space, students from Winches- 
ter High School have done well in 
industry. They also have been suc- 
cessful pn college board examina- 
tions, as well as in college where 
many attained high honors.

The wooden benches are 
about worn out, although they have 
stood up very well considering the 
length of time in use.

There seem to he two obvious 
way* of improving: the science labo- 
ratories in the Winchester High 
School: 

1. Build new laboratories over 
the present assemhly hall and gym- 
nasium, or at some other location. 

'1. Renovate the present labora- 
tories. 

In deciding which method is to 
be used, the cost should be the first 
consideration. This cost should be 
determined by architects working 
in co-operation with the science de- 
, partment. If it is found that the 
[cost of renovating the old labora- 
tories nearly equals the cost of 
new laboratories, then it would be 
obvious that n e w laboratories 
would be better. This matter re- 
quires considerable study and 
should be invest iirated carefully so 
that the best interests of the tax- 
payer and the schools may be 
served.

BOBBIE" BOND HAS DONE 
VERSATILE JOB 

Comir.ff home soon from Cal- 
cutta in the India- Burma Theatre 
to her native Boston will be "Bob- 
bie", as thousands of GIs here 
call her, but who is more proper- 
ly identified as Barbara Corwin 
Bond, daughter of Mr. Arthur 
Corwin of 15 Ridgefield Road. 

Petite and always benignly 
smiling, Bobbie has been direct- 
ing the Bee-Hive, an American 
Red Cross service club for enlis- 
ted men at the AAF Bengal Air 
Depot, largest in this neck of the 
war. She has been stationed at 
various other ARC clubs during 
her tour of eighteen months, but 
the Bee-Hive is the rendezvous of 
a set of GIs who are highly spe- 
cialized in that vital operation of 
uir superiority known as "Keep- 
ing 'em flying." They're the 
ground guys who keep the en- 
gines purring. They operate the 
largest engine overhaul plant 
outside of continental U. S. and 
during the war it depended on 
their efforts whether the supplies 
would be kept riding the sky- 
trails and the Oscars with the 
red meat-balls painted on them 
would be held at bay. 

"You can get awfully tired of 
fixing engines ten and twelve 
hours a day," said Bobbie, "so 
nothing's too much for these men 
to ask here." 

And Bobbie's right. When the 
sun pours down Us torrid rays 
on the Bengal plains, even the 
thermometer is ready to wilt. 
Prickly heat blossoms, irritabili- 
ty thrives profusely, the mon- 
soon rains and no comfort and 
then in addition, the men work in 
a confined area. 

When the old jute mill housing 
the engine plant was opened, 
they reconditioned B-29 engines 
so that fourth-echelon mainte- 
nance could be accomplished with- 
out shipping these massive nests 
of horsepower to the U. S. for 
repair. 

Bobbie is typical of the Red 
Cross girls who surrendered the 
comforts of state-side life to of- 
fer their contribution to the war 
effort in more than the material 
way of buying bonds. Thev left 
left the plush side of living to be 
with (lis 15,000 miles from home 
in the jungle fastness or the ar- 
id, barren plains of India and 
Burma -glamorous under the 
poetic spell of Kipling's pen but a 
rugged existence under soldier- 
ing. When the ill-fated U9S 
Quincy's news was announced, 
Bobbie's husband was included in 
the list of the torpedoed cruiser's 
dead. 

Dances always placed a parti- 
cular strain on 'he Red Cross, for 
the ratio of troops to girls was 
generally about forty to one. As 
Bobbie put it. taking a breath- 
less rest between jive numbers. 
"I'll get ballet legs if this keeps 
on. 

It's a versatile job that the Red 
Cross gal performs overseas and 
her hours are longer than the set 
schedule. To the GI. she serves as 
someone to solve his personal 
problems, to seek advice on ro- 
mance, to use as an ear for his 
gripes and to while away his 
spare time, "because you're the 
first American girl I've seen in a 
lontr time." 

Robbie's day is a rigid gamut 
of activity. There are shifts in 

; the plant and men are in the Bee- 
Hive all day long and through 
the nierht until closing. There are 
tours to Indian temples and ba- 
zaars, birthdays to be celebrated 
with bic cakes and soft drinks, 
indoor game touriviments, swim- 
ming parties, and picnics. But 
while she felt that she was keep- 
ing Gil happy. Bobbie never 
winced from the strain of her job, 

■ delicately feminine as she is. "I 
can't even afford to pret sick," 
she'd say after a strenuous day— 
and another one facine her. 

Now she's ready to z n home 
and frankly she admits. "They're 
such swell fellows, I'll miss them 
all.".

S. Marines recently 
landed, is a rags-to-riches ro- 
mance worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of a Grimm's fairy tale. Fif- 
ty years ago this Cinderella com- 
munity was a dilapidated fishing 
village on the shores of Kiaochnw 
Bay at the southern base of the 
Shantung Peninsula on China's 
• i ..east coast. A fairy god- 
mother, in the form of German 
imperial atrbitions, waved her 
wand and in a few short years 
had created a beautiful city de- 
igned in the best European fas- 
hion. 

During the last 47 years, says 
the National Geographic Si>ciety, 
Tsingtao has known three lords 
and masters. With new charm and 
importance the city became the 
object of several nations' imperi- 
al affections. Held and trans- 
formed by the Germans from 1S;.»S 
to 1914, the new city was stormed 
and taken by Japanese forces at 
the beginning of the first World 
War and was controlled by them 
until the end of lt>22. At that time 
it was returned to the Chinese ac- 
cording to terms agreed upon at 
the Washington Conference. Jap- 
anese forces again took control 
when the "China incident" began 
in H».'l7, and are now in process of 
turning over control to U, S. Ma- 
rines and Chinese Nationalist for- 
ces.

A friend of mine, from a town 
not far distant, said to me the 
other day "You bunch of nic- 
kle nurses over In Winchester 
ought to be ashamed of the facili- 
ties you provide for your young- 
sters' in high school. You have 
fine homes. You have fine schools. 
Rut your athletic facilities are a 
disgrace and a laughing matter. 
Everytime 1 attend a game at 
vour 'fields', or ride past your 
place on the train I wonder 
what's the matter with you and 
why you don't wake up". 

After attending the Winchester 
ami Woburn came at Manchester 
"field" last Saturday. I agree 
with the jrentleman, 100 per cent. 
What IS the matter with us? 
Why do we persist in giving: some 
2,000 visitinir football fans four 
or fives times a year the impres- 
sion that what they fourd fur 
"facilities" in which to view a 
highachool sport is typical of 
what we have or provide in \\ in- 
ehester? , 

Furthermore, how the thou- 
sands of residents of other cities 
and towns who, on the trains 
every day, ride past that Civil- 
War type "afilette field" we pro- 
vide for Winchester youngsters 
must chuckle and feel sorry for 
the "poor" children who have to 
grow up in Winchester. 

I attended another high school 
footall game recently in a nearby 
community where the general 
run of residents are far less 
blessed with worldly goods and 
cash (not hoarded » than the ma- 
jority of the residents of Win- 
chester. 1 sat in a fine cement 
stand and the field was suitable 
for athletics. Between the halves 
the teams retired to a field 
house, where. 1 found upon inves- 
tigation, there are showers and 
lockers and recreation rooms and 
other facilities wilu-h high school 
youngsters should have. 

We ask our visitors to wait out 
the half-time, huddled on some 
wet mud or congregated in a bus 
which they brought with them, 
while our own team sits in the 
cold on a bench. 

Half the spectators who pay to 
see our games have to stand at 
our "field" and those who do sit 
nsk injury to limb and life on 
some make-shift bleachers most 
people would expect to find in a 
decadent Hickville. 

Must we keep on forcing our 
fine youngsters to feel ashamed 
as they visit stadiums provided 
by towns far less able to provide 
them than we" Must we keen on 
apologising to our visiting teams 
because we are too cheap to build 
a decent place for our boys and 
trirls to engage in athletic con- 

Oh, ves, I know all about the 
arguments of those who are still 
snuiglv living back in the spirit 
of 1882 — "the schools are for 
studying; we don't need these 
new-fatlgled notions; we should 
not place so much emphasis on 
athletics we can't afford to build 
a stadium — think of the taxpay- 
ers. 

Hogwash!

A TRIBUTE TO THE DOCTORS 



To the Editor of the Star: 

No wthat the War is over and 
the men of the armed forces are 
returning to civilian life in ever 
swelling numbers. 1 wish to pay 
my respects to those men of the 
medical profession who, for one 
reason or another were deprived 
of th privilege of donnin^J a uni- 
form and who, though only a 
handful in number, assumed with- 
out hesitation the burden of car- 
ing for the civilian population. 
Regardless of age or state of 
health this homeguard of doctors 
assumed burdens which prior to 
the war would have been deemed 
a dangerous drain upon their 
Health and strength. Men whose 
physical stamina was hardly suf- 
ficient to carry them through the 
daily program of prewar years 
were then suddenly faced witfc 
greatly increased demands. 

At the best a doctor's life is 
hectic. Under the strain of war- 
time conditions the tempo was ac- 
celerated to the point of exhaus- 
tion. Whether day or night these 
mt n have answered the call ofthe 
sick and the injured without re- 
gard to their own welfare. 
Storms — icy roads — drifted snow 
—were hazards but never bar- 
riers.. There was always some un- 
expected demand upon them— 
conferences in hospitals and 
homes during the night when 
most people expect to be asleep — 
emergency operations^ — their lives 
were not their own. 

Doctors who carried the ball 
on the homefront will receive no 
decorations — no citations — no 
titles — but those of us who have 
been cared for by these unsung 
heroes know how they have giv- 
en of themselves. We who have 
oeen the rcipients of their serv- 
ice will never forget.

gram. From May 1, 1941. when the Mason street, 
program started, to October 1, 194t 
we raised the huge sum of $207 bil- 
lion. Furthermore, we raised this 
money through a plan of voluntary 
savings at the lowest interest cost of 
any nation engaged in the war, and 
at the lowest selling expense ever 
recorded. 

In the first seven war loan drives, 
we set total quotas of S95 billion for 
all investors, and sold $133,749,000.- 
000 in war loan bonds Every loan 
was oversubscribed. Billions more 
were sold in the interim periods be- 
tween drives. We have sold the^o 
bonds to more than 85.000.000 Amer- 
icans. By the time this loan is over, 
. we will have sold one billion individ- 
ual pieces of the popular Series E 
bonds alone. 

Where did this money come from"* 
Our figures show that individuals 
provided the Treasury with $49 bil- 
lion net out of the $98 billion in new 
funds that has become available to 
them since May 1, 1941— and most 
of the remainder went into cash sav- 
ings or commercial bank accounts. 
Insurance companies and savings 
banks invested all of the $22 billion 
in new funds that they received. 
State and local governments invest, 
ed $5 billion of th $6 billion avail- 
able. Private corporations had SS39 
billion of new funds from current 
surpluses and we obtained $28 bil- 
lions of it. Most of the remainder 
was needed by ihem for expanded 
wartime operations. Federal agen- 
cies and trust funds invested all >! 
their $17 billion of new funds in gov- 
ernment securities. 

In short, up to the end of the Sev- 
enth War Loan, non-bank investors 
provided the government with S121 
billion net of the $207 billion it had 
to borrow since May I, 1941. the bal- 
ance of $85 billion being absorbed by 
commercial Federal Reserve banks, 
most of it in open market purchases. 
Except for the investment of a lim- 
ited portion of their savings depos- 
its, we have not permitted the banks 
to subscribe directly to war loan 
securities in the last five war bond 
drives, nor in the current Victory 
Loan. 

One of the most significant 
achievements of our program is the 
widespread distribution of the public 
debt. Millions of people who never 
before saved a penny in their lives, 
now own savings bonds. It is esti- 
mated that three-quarters of the 
Series E bonds sold to individuals 
were acquired by persons earning 
$5000 a yeat or less. Today, indi- 
viduals hold almost one-fourth of the 
total Federal debt outstanding An 
even larger proportion if the inter- 
est paid out on this debt will go to 
individuals. Obviously, this will

; secure, no state 
threatened, no indi- 
life is not endan- 
the discovery and poten- 
f the atomic bomb. Al- 
tein tells us that two- 
the population can bp 
by such a menace. From 
have read we find no 
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hope that there is any possible 
defense against it. It is a secret 
today, but We know it will not he 
tomorrow. 

The idea of World Federation 
has been an ideal for years; it 
has been discussed wistfully and 
many have granted it to be the 
surest protection of peace that the 
world could arrange. The atomic 
bomb has suddenly made this ideal 
a vital necessity; it is a problem 
too large for any nation to cope 
with alone. rV.rperation must bo 
tried, and in a world federation we 
have the testting ground. But a 
conception such as this does not 
automatically evolve into an actu- 
ality; we must be willing to put 
forth time and effort in dissemi- 
nating and supporting the idea. 

We believe that before the ad- 
vent of the atomic age. World Fe- 
di ration was desirable because in 
all recorded history, there have 
been only three hundred years of 
peace; the world is made up of In- 
terdependent state* and that 
which affects one affects all; eco- 
nomic, social, and cultural activi- 
ties have been carried out on a 
world wide basis; political activl- 
t.v is below this level. Since the 
invention of the atomic bomb, the 
necessity for World Federation 
has become immediate because the

We feel 
strongly that this government 
should " at the earliest possible 
moment take every step necessa- 
ry to bring about the establish- 
ment of a WOlld federation with 
exclusive control of the atomic 
bomb. We are convinced, however, 
that pending the establishment of 
such a federation, the atomic 
bomb bo subject to international, 
rather than national control. We 
therefore urge, on the occasion of 
the conference between the Pres- 
ident and Prime Minister Atlee, 
the adoption of a policy which 
would vest the control of the 
bomb in some international agen- 
cy such as the Security Council 
of the United Nations."

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USTBIA. RESUMING ROLE 
\S EUROPEAN NATION 

Indication by the U. S. Depart- 
ment that it may soon recognize 
the provisional government of 
Austria gives acceptance to a re- 
gime that has existed with Soviet 
sanction since April, shortly after 
liberation of the country by Rus- 
sian troops. 

Austria, which is about to re- 
sume its place among F.uropean 
nations, finds itself at a meeting 
place of diverse racial groups of 
central Europe. Surrounding them 
are Germans, Czechs. Slovakians, 
Hungarians, Slovenes, Croats. It- 
alians. Tvndese, and Swiss, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
Served by the Brenner and other 
Alpine passes, and astride 225 
miles of the Danube River. Aus- 
tria has many commercial and 
natural advantages. 
Trains Best Mountain ( limbers 
Austria is one of the most 
mountainous countries of Europe. 
Even including the many small 
patches of pasture in the Alps, 
[ess than half of the country is 
available for the growing of crops 
and for grazing. Much of the 
mountain area is heavily forested, 
Before the war, the United States 
was receiving thousands of tons 
->f wood pulp from Austria's 
gne.ving forest industries. The 
mountains contain iron ore, cop- 
per and other minerals, but the 
deposits have been little devel- 
oped. The provisional govern- 
ment has been counting on the ex- 
change of iron ore for needed 
COal and coke from Czechoslovak- 
ia. 

Exploited in the mountainous 
area.-, to a greater extent than 
minerals, were the scenery and 
winter sports districts which in

Tne capital city. Vienna was the 
prewar mecca of most tourists, 
drawing more visitors than the 
mountain resorts.

The city had a 
million residents as early as 1875, 
when city populations of a mil- 
lion were rare. 

The gay capital with its music, 
song, and romance, sounded the 
keynote for Austria throughout 
the world during the 18th and 
JtKh centuries. Vienna was then 
the home of Beethoven, Brahms, 
and (iluck; and there Liszt stud- 
ied and reached the pinnacle of 
his popularity. Other native ce- 
lebrities were Mozart, Haydn. 
Schubert, and the Strausses, fath- 
er and son.

Even after the beginning of 
World War II. shipment to Vien- 
na's river port by the war-SWol- 
ien Danube fleet of boats and bar- 
to s continued in large volume, 
this traffic was so heavy that 
Germany was compelled to im- 
prove river-harbor facilities at 
the Austrian cities of Krems and 
Una, farther upstream, to relieve 

congestion at Vienna. 

the nation's food has normally 
been paid for by the trade of Vi- 
enna, the textiles and machinery 
OUtpUt of Unas, the steel produc- 
tion of Steyr and Judenburg, and 
'.lie exports from Salz.burg and 
other industrialized cit.es of north 
and east Auiria. The Danube Vai- 
ley has grown grain, potatoes, 
turnips, grapes, and sugar beets.

Manchuria and lost the Japs a 
strategic naval base. Located on 
Korea Sea of Japan coast just 
south of the Soviet frontier, these 
ports have provided Japan with a 
vital economic and military link 
with the resources of Korea and 
.Manchuria. 

Rashin, about 500 miles north 
and west of the curving main Ja- 
panese island of Honshu, is con- 
sidered the most important port 
of northern Korea, says the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. Its deep 
natural harbor, sheltered by two 
small islands and capable of ac- 
commodating six million tons of 
shipping, gave it considerable ad- 
vantage over the supplementary 
neighbor port of Yuki. 

Russian Vladivostok is the nat- 
ural outlet for northern Manchu- 
ria, but when the Japanese seized 
that area they diverted trade 
south through Dairen, Manchu- 
ria's "front door." Seeking a 
shorter route, the Japs developed 
the new side door and cut the 
transit time by two or three days. 
Roth Rashin and Yuki are con- 
nected with central and northern 
Manchuria by direct railroad 
lines. 

Ten years ago Rashin was an 
obscure* fishing village on the 
craggy Korean coast, unnoticed 
on most maps. In 1936 it took on 
the appearance of a boom-town 
and construction camp as Jap en- 
gineers planned and Korean labo- 
r. is sweated to build a first class 
port and naval base. Population

The city, containing ■ majority 
of the 247.000 prewar islanders, 

lies at the foot of the mountains, 
on the northeast corner, the 
point nearest the mainland a mile 
and a half away. It has a magni- 
ficent railway station, but no rail- 
road. Passengers ferry to the rail- 
head at Prai on the mainland. 

More than half the islanders are 
Chinese. In normal times the city's 
harbor teems with strange Chi- 
nese junks, steamers, and sam- 
pans. Malay boat* invariably have 
eyes painted on the bow. Large 
European steamers tied up along 
the main street, as in Bermuda. 
Passengers going ashore -had a 
choice of opulent hotels, clubs, 
stores, and shops to patronize. 

The Chnese market was like a 
different world. Peddlers carried

Penang occupies a po- 
sition at northern end of Rnt- 
tion at the neirthern end of Brit- 
ish Malaya comparable to that of 
the larger port at the southern 
end. says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. Both are islands of 
the Malay Peninsula coast, and 
both guard approaches to the 
Strait of Malacca — important 
alike in war and peace. 

Penang, 365 air miles north- 
west of Singapore, is the name of 
the island, though it is just, as of- 
ten applied to the island's main 
city — George Town. In Malav 
Penang means ''betel-nut.'' The 
Chinese call the city Tanjong, 
meaning "a point." These names 
reveal the cosmopolitan character 
of the island. A curious mixing of 
races made Penang, like Singa- 
pore, a rich, populus entrepot be- 
fore the war. 

Islands Lured Travelers 
Penang. sometimes called 
Prince of Wales Island, was the 
first British possession in the Ma- 
lay Peninsula; it was acquired by 
the East India Company in 1786. 
It still constitutes one of the few 
te rritories actually owned by the 
British in this area. Most of so- 
called British Malaya is merely 
under the protection of Britain, 
but Penang, Singapore. Province 
Wellesley, Malacca, and a few

COL, THORNTON L. CUTLER 
BACK IN WINCHESTER 



Col. Thornton L. Cutler has re- 
turned to Winchester after serv- 
ing with our armed forces in 
France. Belgium. Holland and 
Germany. He is a veteran of the 
first World War. having served 
for 81 months during that con- 
flict. 

At the outbreak of the recent 
hostilities he was a Major in the 
reserves anil was ordered to duty 
with the regular armv in August. 
1941. In August 1942, he was pro- 
moted to I.t. Col. and to Colonel 
in January 1943. When the Med- 
ford Distinction Center at Mystic 
Valley Parkway and Boston av- 
enue. Medford was opened in 
April 101". he was assigned as 
commanding officer. In August. 
It'll he received orders to go ov- 
erseas, arriving in England by 
plane three days later. 

In England ne was assigned to 
the 72nd Quartermaster Base De- 
pot at Taunton. Sept. 10 he land- 
ed on Omaha Beach. France anil 
proceeded to Le Mans where hi- 
outfit relieved the 55th QMB De- 
pot. In November the outfit pro- 
ceeded to Luxembourg at which 
place they were located at the 
time the Germans launched their 
drive in the Battle of the Bulge. 
Although not rated a- combat 
troops Col. Cutler's outfit and al- 
lied attached troops under his 
Command defended a portion of 
the front line and continued to 
hold it until relieved by the in- 
fantry thrown in to stem the Go, 
man drive. For this action, the 
"2nd was cited by the supreme 
command for courageous and meri- 
torious service over and beyond 
the call of duty. 

In July 1945 the outfit pro- 
ceeded to Bluementhal. Germany, 
where a new, permanent depot for 
nil Quartermaster supplies for the 
American Army of Occupation as 
well as substance for the Russian, 
French and British armies was es- 
tablished. He served as command- 
ing officer of this base until Oc- 
tober, when he received orders to 
return to this country. Col. Cutler 
has received four campaign awards 
as well as other awards for meri- 
torious service. 

Col. Cutler states that one of 
the greatest morale builders for the 
troops overseas was the receiving 
of letters and gifts from the home 
folks and he should know as his 
work was to direct supplies to th" 
troops in the combat areas. Often 
the forwarding of letters was giv- 
en preference at the soldiers' re- 
quest so the folks at home may 
feel that their contribution to the 
war effort, in sending mail over- 
seas, was an important and essen- 
tial factor in the obtaining of our 
final victory. 



RECORD CHRISTMAS MAIL 



Despite adverse weather con- 
ditions — heavy snow an extreme 
cold — a record volume of mail 
matter of all . lasses was handled 
by the Winchester post office 
during the Christmas rush period. 

Incoming and outgoing mails 
showed an increase of about 10 
per cent over the previous high 
of December, 1944, and postal re- 
ceipts showed a corresponding in- 
crease for the same period. A 
conservative estimate indicates 
that more than 900,000 pieces of 
mail passed through the post of- 
fice during the week ending De- 
cember 24. 

An extra force of 36 substi- 
tute employees aided materially 
in sorting and distributing the 
mail during the week, and it is in- 
teresting to note that 33 of these 
substitute employees were vet- 
eran^ of World War II. 

The friendly and cooperative 
spirit shown by the patrons of 
the office during the busy Christ- 
mas season was very much ap- 
preciated by the postal employ- 
ees.

T"\;i-. is the northern crown of 
the South American continent. Its 

thousand miles of Caribbean Sea 
paast fits between Colombia on 
the west and the Guianas on the 
past, savs a National Geographic 
Society bulletin. 

I" its western quarter the two 
northernmost ranges of the Andes 
system wall in the low. hot plain 
in which lies Lake Maricaibo, cen- 
ter <if vast petroleum wealth. 
Southeast of these mountains are 
the "-reat cattle-raising prairies, 
"i- llanos, lying mostly north of 
the Orinoco River, which cuts 
Venezuela almost in two. South 
and ea-t of the Orinoco and cov- 
ering nearlv half the republic are 
the Guiana Highlands, low moun- 
tain masses, fore-ted and little 
developed. 

Petroleum has greatly affected 
Venezuela's economy since about 
19215. In the immediate prewar 
year-:. 1937-41, the republic was 
producing around 200 million bar- 
n's "f crude oil annually and 
closely pressing Russia for second 
position (sifter the United Stat n s) 
among oil-producing nations. Af- 
ter the Pearl Harbor attack, the

The Pan American Highway is 
the most important tenth of Ven- 
i zuela's 5000 miles of motor roads. 
There are only 700 miles of rail- 
road, centered at Caracas. The 
Orinoco, third largest river of tht 
continent, provides a 1000 miles of 
navigable water route. Air and 
ocean transport services at Cara- 
cas and La Cuaira were good be- 
fore the war. 

Venezuela produced Simon Boli- 
var, who led the Spanish colonies 
to independence from oppressive, 
absentee rule early in the 19th cen- 
tury. In 1830, it formed the sepa- 
late republic which now consists 
of a Federal District ten fSme- as 
large as the District of Columbia, 
adjoining Caracas, 20 "United 
States of Venezuela." and two Ter- 
ritories. Government is by a Pres- 
ident, a Senate of 40 members and 
a Chamber of Deputies of nearly

A 
really adequate auditorium is an- 
other feature of much value. In 
pursuing the idea through, it is 
felt thai the present high school, 
although old and decrepit and 
wholly unsuited for Its purpose, 
would make an ideal plant for town 
office-. This would solve the 

problem of inadequate housing. 
The present town hall would be 
torn down and its site used for 
automobile parking. The Skill- 
ings estate, so eagerly sought by 
the Town for a future site for a 
town hall, will be turned back in- 
to taxable property. There you 
have it! And — we hear, everyone 
i- most enthusiastic over it. 

If these facts are correct. Win- 
chester now has opportunity to 
completely revise most of its civic 
plans. Originally it was planned 
to enlarge the high school by 
building further additions on the 
south side and using the whole 

triangle bounded by the Parkway, 

Main aril Washington streets. 
This plan was largely responsible 
for the erection of the present 
Junior High School across the 
street. When that building was 
reeled it was felt its close rela- 
tion tii the high school was of 
great advantage. However, under 
the more modern outlook and new 
stream-lined ideas, it Is found im- 
possible to add any addition to the 
present high school. The audito- 
rium it appears was wrongly de- 
signed and wrongly located. To 
build any addition to the high 
school is impossible. The build- 
ing further is practically falling 
apart and was never designed 
I ight. This opinion is backed up by 
the architects who have been con- 
sulted. How anyone could ever put 
Up such a building and then stymie 
it by an inadequate auditorium 
which prohibits even a decent ad- 
dition, proves conclusively that 
someone did not know what they 
were doing! 

However a more suitable plant 
for town offices cannot be found. 
It is ideal! Furthermore the old 
town hall should have been torn 
down long ago. It is so ancient it 
is hard to date its architecture and 
design. But this feature of the 
scheme may run into a snag. With 
all the ladies of Winchester so 
deeply interested in antiques and 
auctions, something may be said 
in their behalf. If the present 
town hall is so old and ruined, it 
may naturally become a most val- 
uable antique. Of course the big 
feature is the splendid parking 
space which will be provided!

The sud- 
den concern for a field used as a 
dump during winters for many 
years is surely on the droll side. 
The traffic item is the only argu- 
ment against the use of the field 
that will hold water, and we sub- 
mit 'hat this problem can be 
"worked out", just as it can in 
connection with the proposed ele- 
vation of the railroad tracks to do 

away with the erade crossing, It' 

the town fathers think the traffic 
after possibly five football games 
in a year too serious to cope with, 
whatever will they do with the 
maelstrom that will be the center 
when everything is going through 
a double arch bridge. No matter 
where the field is put there will be 
a traffic problem and it will be no 
greater at Manchester than at any 
other location. There has been 
talk of Leonard Field as a loca- 
tion. Washington street is narrow 
and carries a lot of heavy traffic. 
The streets adjacent to it are nar- 
row and to the east, steep.

They did know there was 
no off-shore patrol; yet they did 
not take the necessary precau- 
tions. If they did not know, the 
average citizen did. The sale of 
- rap iron alone was enough. The 
all over picture was: "War with 
Japan inevitable — no mother (as 
had been told) need worrv about 
her son fighting on any foreign 
soil. 

The trial of war criminals is 
simply the attempt, as a deter- 
rent, to prevent similar things 
from nccuring in the future; and 
that is the reason for the "Pearl 
Harbor Trial". The real blame 
must be placed so that such 
dumbness or "planning" may not 
be tried again. 

Mr. Hannegan now says (out of 
a clear sky) that President 
Roosevelt is being "smeared". 
Why is Mr. Hannegan so wor- 
ried ? President Roosevelt has not 
yet been called guilty. 

Well, let's look back at the

The Kremlin, date line for prac- 
tically all important Soviet news, 
is the wa!led-in central portion of 
the old city of Moscow (Moskva). 
Its area of over 90 acres contains 
government offices -gid various 
buildings, about 40 in all. 

Originally designed as a for- 
tress, the triangular Kremlin is 
enclosed by a wall about a mile 
and a ouarter long, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Mo<t 
of th>' officials and partv leaders 
live in the Kremlin, which In* 
eludes the ISth century building 
of classic design which houses 
the Central Executives and Coun- 
cil of Peoide's Commissars. 

Replacing an oak stockade first 
built in the 12th century, the ">0- 
foot-high brick wall was built 
during the reign of Ivan III 
1485-1516; the 19 towers were 
added to the wall in the 17th cen- 
tury. Rising high above the wall 
are the towers and gilded domes

Bel! Tower Tallest 

Tallest of the towers of this 
museum city's pinnacled skyline 
is the 275-foot Bell Tower of Ivan 
the Great, erected under the di- 
rection of T-^ar Boris Godunov 
and Russian architects in 1600. 
It was built to contain .'14 bells, 
the largest weighing <>"> tons. 

In the lb'th-centurv Archangel 
Cathedral were buried Russia's 
tsars and their sons, including 
Ivan the Terrible and the son 
whom he murdered, The larger 
cathedral of the Assumption, 
built in the L".th century, was 
noted for its frescoes. For cen- 
turies its gilded snlendor contri- 
buted to the coronation of the 
tsars 

All the churches were badly 
damaged in the 1IM7 revolution, 
and. like other old Kremlin build- 
ings, have been frequently re- 
stored. The oldest structure is 
the small Church of the Redeem- 
er in the Wood, said to have been 
built when the Kremlin's hill site 
was a forested elevation on which 
clustered the log houses of the 
earlv village. 

The Grand Kremlin Palace was 
constructed in the earlier half of 
the 10 century: but the nalace in 
which the tsars held nuhlie recep- 
tions f t foreign ambassadors 
dates back to the barbaric bril- 
liance ,,f the 15th centurv, the 
Granovitaya Palata. The Golden 
Chamber or reception hall of the 
tsarina* had become a part of the 
Grand Kremlin Palace, but ante- 
dated it by more than 2-">n years. 
Built in the past 10 years, the 
modern auditorium seating 2200 
people is on the site of the Hall of 
Columns 

Faces Red Square 

The old monastery building's 
in the southwestern angle of the 
Kremlin were replaced by a mil- 
itary academy and barracks. 
Near by are the Snasski Tower 
and the gate that leads out of the 
Kremlin into the famous Red 
Square where the pageant of 
Russian history has nassed. 

In this snacio!i<; parade ground 
the marching masses are re- 
viewed on gala occasions by of- 
ficials and guests from the top of 
the Lrf-nin mausoleum. At opposite 
ends of the Red Square are two 
of Moscow's notable museums, 
the Historical Museum and the 
converted cathedral of St. Basil, 
built during the reign of Ivan the 
Terrible in the 16th century. The 
ukases of the tsars were read 
from the stone rostrum before 
the cathedral. 

The square was long the place 
of public executions. It became 
the great trade center, a market 
or bazaar in the heart of Euro- 
pean Russia, to which came Rus- 
sian merchants over the several 
roads that converge on Moscow, 
and by the river Moskva. The 
waters of this stream flow aionir 
one side of the Kremlin and 
each the Volga through the Oka 
River. 

Premier Stalin has a palatial 
' ' me a few miles from the Krem- 
lin, built beside the river by a 
wealthy mine owner, and sur- 
rounded by a brick wall. In his 
spacious office in the Kremlin 
hang portraits of Marx and Le- 
: nin, as well as of himself. Here 
he may have luricn; dinner is 
i more formal, served in his small 
Kremlin apartment.

OUTER MONGOLIA 

Outer Mongolia, whose inde- 
pendenc e has been agreed to in 
the Moscow Treaty bv her neigh- 
bors to the north and south, the 
Soviet Union and China, has an 
area of fi20,(>0O square miles. The 
legion, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society, about equals the 
combined areas of Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Iowa. Missouri. Nebraska. 
Kansas, Wyoming, and Colorado. 
This block of territory occupies 
about the same position on the 
North American continent as that 
occupied in A<ia by Outer Mon- 
golia. The eastern boundary of 
the latter country is 450 miles 
from the nearest Pacific ports 
and extends, largely through pla- 
teau land, 1.500 miles farther 
west. 

The prewar population of this 
area was estimated at 540 000 
which would give each resident 
more than a square mile of terri- 
tory. This estimate included about 
400,000 Mongols, nearly 100,000 
Russians. and the remainder 
mostly Chinese. The natives are 
predominantly Buddhists. 

Wind-swept Outer Mongolia is 
too arid for agriculture, and is de- 
voted mostly to stock raising bv 
its nomadic tribes. Prewar herds 
feeding on the "high grass" in- 
cluded more than ten million 
sheep. 1.500,000 cattle, and horses 
and camels together in excess of 
the latter figure. 

The tented tribesmen live 
argely on horse meat, mutton 
and beef. They drink quantities of 
tea, supplemented by mare's milk 
often in a fermented form. 

Long a backward people, the 
Mongols travel over caravan 
routes centuries old. However, the 
country had airplanes and steam- 
er service on the Selenga and 
Orkhon rivers before the birth of 
its first railroad toward the close 
, of 19.'{8. A 25-mile narrow-gauge 
line was laid to connect Outer 
Mongolia's only coal fields near 
Nalaikh with the capital city, Ul- 
an Bator, which also has highway 
connection with the Soviet sys- 
tem. It has a wireless station and 
telegraphic communication with 
the Soviet Uunion. 

Outer Mongolia in effect has 
been independent of China since 
it'll. Before the second World 
War it was nominally an indepen- 
dent republic, the Mongol People's 
Republic. Its government formed 
after the revolution of 1924. was 
modeled on that of the Soviet 
> Union. Through loan and other 
assistance, including the training 
of a Mongol army, the Soviet 
Union has had strong political 
ties and has largely dominated 
the country economically. 

The export from Outer Mongo- 
lia of fur, hides and wool, princi- 
pally through the Soviet Union, 
was the chief factor in a prewar 
for eign trade whose value was 
roughly the equivalent of 25.000,- 
000 American dollars annually, di- 
vided about equally between im- 
ports and exports. 

What little indust.y Outer Mon- 
golia has centers largely in the 
vicinity of the capital, with facto- 
ries processing animal products- 
tanneries, shoe factories, and 
woolen mills. Ulan Bator had a 
prewar population of about 100,- 
000. 
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Slicintr its way between 
nountain chains, cutting through 
inlands, meandering through low- 
lands the mighty Danube River 
flow's like a great artery from the 
heart of Europe in its 1750 mile 
conn- •• from the Black Forest to 
the Black Sea. This river, says the 
National Geographic Society, is 
second in length to the Volga 
among Europe's fivers, but ex- 
ceeds it. in volume. 

Fed by over :ioo tributaries, 
some of which ate themselves 

mighty rivers. \hc Danube drains 
an area larger than New Cuinea. 
Among the world's dozen longest 
rivers, it is near its source a creek 
so narrow a man may take it in his 
stride, but by mid-course it is over 
.'{0(1 yards wde. It broadens to a 
majestic three miles near the 
mouth. Every year more than 100 
million tons of silt are swept down- 
stream, building Europe's largest 
growing delta. 

Situated near the point where 
'Germany, France and Switzerland 
meet, the Danube's source is so 
near the headwaters of the Rhine 
that rainfall in this region is said 
to have an equal chance of reach- 
ing either the North or Black 
Seas, some 1100 miles apart. Its 
waters, contrary 
waltz, are nevei 
or chocolate, and 

1600 miles. Navigation is diffi- 
cult, for high water may vary -It) 
feet in a short distance, and rocks 
and sandbars keep river captains 
alerted. Ocean-going freighters 
steam 100 miles upstream, ships 
of 1500 tons reach Passau, on the 
old Austro-German frontier, and 
smaller craft carrying 100 tons 
can proceed to Mm, about 100 
miles below the source. 

In its first 600 miles the Dan- 
ube rushes eastward through 
wild, rocky valleys famous in 
German folklore. After passing 
more sedately through old Vien- 
na, the river cleaves its way be- 
tween the Alps and the Carpa- 
thians, soon meanders south 
across the wide Hungarian plain. 
Reaching Yugoslavia, it is turned 
east again by the rugged Dinaric 
Alps. After boiling through the 
Iron Gate, a well-known, narrow 
two-mile gorge on the Romanian- 
Yugoslav border, its COUffle fol- 
lows a wide eastward arc, is shov- 
ed northward by the Dobruja hills, 
finally gets enough power from 
two large tributaries to push its 
way eastward to the sea. There 
it divides into three main chan- 
nels, makes a delta bigger than 
Delaware. Dredges keep open the 
middle of the three channels. 

Commercially speaking the Da- 
nube flows the wrong way. Its 
source is near highly-developed 
northwest Europe, but its lower 
half passes through the compara- 
tively undeveloped Balkan coun- 
tries, lands its freight on an al- 
most-closed sea far from most 
important shipping lanes. More 
than twice as long as the Rhine, 
its volume of commerce is less ! 
than half. 

In spite of this, Danube 
was increasing before the 
The river bed is mostly 
water supply, stable. The 
connected seven prewar 
tries, flowed through three 

tals— Vienna, Budapest, P. 

— and near a fourth, Bucharest. 
Countless river ports were linktd 
with a means of chtap transpor- 
tation for bulky goods. Grain, 
lumber, oil. wool traveled west- 
ward; coal and manufactured 
goods drifted eastward. 

"Danube", an Anglicized word, i 
native lands. Germans know the 
river as Donau; Caechs, as Du- 
naj; Hungarians, as Duna. Far- 
ther down the river Yugoslavs 
and Bulgarians say Dunav. Ro- 
manians say Dunarea. and the 
Russians refer to it as Dunai. 

From 1919 to 1931 an interna- 
tional commission regulated river 
traffic, supervised maintenance 
of channels. An earlier commis- 
sion, started in 1*56, tamed the 
river, dredging sandbars in tbs 
lower course, blasting channels 
through the mountain passes, 
creating for the first time a long 
and important commercial route. I

The Kiel Canal, which CUta di- 
agonally across the Jutland Pen- 
insula to connect the Baltic and 
North Seas, was built by the 
German government lute wen 
18*7 and 189S at a total cost of 
:',.") million dollars. It lies wholly 
within the boundaries of prewar 
Germ any. 

The canal is only 61 statute 
miles in lcnirth, but it may save 
ships a distance of as much as 
Coin miles in passing between 
ports on the two seas, the Nat- 
ional Geographic Sociiety points 
out. The waterway is constructed 
at sea level hut employs a lock 
at each end to control the tidal 
flow. It has been widened several 
times since 1898 to accomodate 

larger ships. 

The canal was widened just be- 
fore the first World War and it is 
probable that German plans were 
altered to delay the war until the 
completion of the project. The 
German fleet was bottled up in 
the canal during much of the first 
World War as a result of British 
strategy. It was from this retreat 
that the fleet issued in 1918 to 
fight the Battle of Jutland, off 
the Danish coast. 

In the second World War the 
canal was one of the most care- 
fully guarded parte of Germany, 
valued for its service in speeding 
shipments of coal, iron, and war 
supplies. In spite of this, light 
planes of the Allied succeeded in 
laying mines in the canal, as well 
as in .sinking barges and other 
snipping that rendered the canal 
useless much of the time. 

It was as a factor in European 
wars that the canul was original- 
ly planned, and contemplated for 
many years before actual con- 
struction began. By the war of 
1864 bit ween Prussia and Austria 
on one side and Denmark on the 
other, German Chancellor Bis- 
mark gamed the territory from 
Denmark through winch the can- 
al was cut. 

In peacetime about 50,000 ships 
u>ed tins short cut between the 
Baltic and North Seas each year, 
about a fourth of them flying 
flags other than the German. Be- 
tween the grassy banks of this in- 
ternational highway passed the

Formosan coal reserves are es- 
timated at 1"" million tons, and 
gold, silver, copper, sulphur, pe- 
troleum and natural gas are 
known to exist in quantity.

U. S. gallons. During the war the 
island provided about 15 per cent 
of Japan's industrial alcohol for 
explosives and butanol for avia- 
tion gasoline. These facts were 
important reasons behind repeat- 
ed visits by bombers of the U. S.

The island has been overwhel-

Nature Goes On The Rampage 

Formosa's charm is subject to 
Nature's violent moods. Typhoons 
lash its coastlines frequently, and 
m the rainy seasons the. short 
rivers overflow their banks in 

disastrous floods Earthquakes, 

of varying degrees of intensity, 
averaging nearly one a day some- 
times take a toll of lives and 
cause dangerous landslides. Ma- 
laria and other tropical diseases 
scourge the lowlands, and poiso- 
nous snakes are a continual men- 
ace. 

As Japan's only tropical pos- 
session before 1942. Formosa was 
invaluable. Almost bisected by 
the Tropic of Cancer, and in the 
same latitude as the Bahama Is- 
lands, Formosa is a specialist in 
tropical foods. 

Formosa's fruitful soils pro- 
duced one-sixth of Japan's rice 
.-upply, enough to feed all Japu- 
nese armies in the field. Govern- 
ment-encouraged cultivation of 
sugar cane on the island made 
Japan self-sufficient in sugar 
and fourth among its world pro- 
ducers. Formosa has long been a 
leading grower of famed aroma- 
tic Oolong tea, 'JO per cent of 
which was shipped to Uncle Sam.

peopled the island. Seven years 
ago nearly 156,000 descendants of 
these primitive people were still 
living on Formosa, about 80, 000 
of whom were called 'ripe sava- 
ges" by the Chinese because they 
Bad accepted the ways of civiliza- 
tion. 

The remaining tribesmen, called 
"raw savages", live in a primitive 
state. They have been confined to 
the tiortheast part of the island by 
a 360-mile fence, of which 280 
miles were electrified, and by Jap 
patrols. As late as the lOSO's the 
Japanese were busy trying to sup- 
press the primitive urge of these 
people to collect skulls. A collec- 
tion of bleached skulls was a sign 
of manhood among them. Ameri- 
can bomber pilots briefed for 
flights over Formosa were espe- 
cially warned to beware of head- 
hunters if shot down. 

Chinese of the Hakka tribe 
-ettled on Formosa in the 1500's. 
Japanese and Chinese criminals, 
and pirates found the island a con- 
venient hideout Clipper ship 
crews discovered it was a bad 
place to be shipwrecked. In the 
1600'a Dutch and Spanish forces 
established forts on the island, 
but were driven out bv a fabu- 
lous Chinese, known to Europeans 
as Koxinga. a Ming warlord flee- 
ing the manchu invasions of Chi- 
na. Later Formosa itself came 
under a feeble Manchu rule, be- 
came a safety valve for the ex- 
cess population of near-by Fuki- 
en province. Japan took over con- 
trol after the Sino-Japanese war 
in 1896.
